New York, March 28.—Statemé4nts in- 
dicating that he believed he was pos- 
sessed of a dual personality, the wick- 
ed one of which impelled him to mur- 
der John E. Peck, of Grand Rapids, his 
wealthy father-in-law, and Mrs. Peck, 
were made by Dr. Arthur Warren 
Waite to District Attorney Edward 
Swann and a detecfive tonight. Waite, 
still in bed at Bellevue hospital, where 
he is under arrest charged with the 
murder of Peck, when asked by Mr. 
Swann if he wished to make any state- 
ment, passed one hand over his eyes 
and answered vaguely: 

“Oh! It is all over. This little bad 
man whom I haven't been able to get 
rid of until now—he did it all. Clara 
(Mrs. Waite) knows how I have tried 
to get rid of him. I don’t know who 
he was—he told me he: came from 
Egypt.” 

Roy A. Schindler, a detective who vis- 

ited Waite befoke Mr. Swann arrived, 
declared the young dentist told him 
about the dual personalfty, asserting 
that he sometimes was 80 obsessed 
by the “bad man” that he would run 
around in the park to throw off the 
inclination to do evjl.

He said he 
did not regard them as constituting a 
complete confession, and indicated that 
he believed Waite and his counsel were 
paving the way to introduce an insan- 
ity defense. 

Additional evidence regarding 
Waite’s alleged activities with germs 
was obtained today by the district at- 
torney’s office. Mr. Swann said he had 
found that Waite, through intermedi- 
aries who sometimes represented them- 
selves as reputable physicians, obtain- 
ed from the Rockefeller foundation for 
medical research, Bellevue hospital and 
Willard Park hospital for infectious 
diseases, as well as the Cornell Medi- 
cal school live bacilli of typhoid pneu- 
monia, diphtheria and influenza. He 
also obtained germs from drug manu- 
facturers in sits gt the district attor- 
ney said, by using letter heads of phy- 
sicians.

ON-VERDUN FRONT 


Another Determined. At- 
tempt to Break the French 
! Lines Fails With Heavy 
Losses for Assailants. 


IN SUCCESSIVE WAVES 
GERMAN FORCES CHARGED 


Beatén by French Fire. 
Berlin Claims Russians Are 
Losing Heavily in Futile 
Attacks Against Germans. 


London, March 28.— Another deter- 
mined attempt by the Germans to 
break through the French lines north- 
west of Verdun has resulted in fail- 
ure and with heavy losses to the Ger- 
mans. 

After days of intense artillery prep- 
aration for another effort to lessen 
the six miles intervening between them 
and the Paris-Verdun railway and the 
nine miles still between them and Ver- 
dun, the Germans launched a great in- 
fantry. attack on the Haucourt-Bethin- 
court sector. In successive waves the 
Germans were thrown into the fray, but 
all of their attempts were put down 
by the curtain of fire of the French 
guns and fire of the French infantry. 

There is still an intermittent bom- 
bardment going on northeast of Ver- 
dun, and in the Woevre region the 
French have been shelling German. po- 
sitions. In the Argonne they are giv- 
ing the German lines no rest, while in 
the Vosges the artillery action has 
been marked on both sides. 


BRITISH HOLD

In spite of a very heavy hostile ar- 
tillery fire last night and at intervals 
today, our infantry successfully held 
the ground gained by them yesterday 
at St. Elol. Our artillery fire was 
very effective in replying to that of 
the enemy. 

“The total prisoners taken up to now 
amount to five officers and 195 men 
of other ranks. 

“There was hostile artillery and 
trench mortar activity against our po- 
sitions between Loos and Hulluch and 
in front of Aix Noulette today. We 
retaliated by shelling the enemy’s po- 


sitions.” 
FRENCH REPULSE 


GERMAN ATTACKS. 

Paris, March 28.—A bombardment of 
great violence against the French po- 
sitions m Avocourt to Bethincourt, 
west A Meuse, was followed this 
aftern by a German attack which 
was launched against the Haucourt- 
Malancourt front in successive waves. 
It was repulsed with heavy losses, ac- 
cording to the official statement issued 
by the French war office tonight. 

The text follows: 

“In the Argonne our artillery con- 
tinued active against the enemy or- 
ganizations north of Houyette, in the 
sector of La Fontaine aux Charmes and 
Haute Chevauchee, as well as in east- 
ern Argonne. 

“Our fire directed on an enemy bat- 
tery in the Montfaucon wood caused a 
violent explosion. 

“West of the Meuse the bombardment 
was resumed with violence in the course 
of the day against our positions ex- 
tending from Avocourt to Bethincourt. 
About 3 o’clock the Germans launched 
a powerful attack against our Hau- 
court-Malancourt front. The succes- 
sive waves of the assault were all re- 
pulsed with heavy losses by our cur- 
tain of fire and the fire of the infan- 
try.

Economic Unity as Well as 


Military | ‘Unity Decided 
Upon—War to Be Pressed 
Until Victory Is Won. 


Paris, March 28.—The conference of 
the entente allies, which ended today, 
adopted the following resolutions unt 
prior to adjournment: 

“The representatives of the allied}: 
governments, in conference at Paris 
March 27 and 28, 1916, affirm the com- 
plete community of views and solidarity 
of the allies. They confirm all the 
measures taken to realize unity of ac- 
tion on unity of front. 

“They understand by that, at the same 
time, unity of military action, assured 
by the entente concluded between the 
general staffs, unity of economic ac- 
tion, the organization of which the 
present conference has regulated, and 
unity of diplomatic action, which is 
guaranteed by their unshaken will to 
continué the struggle to victory for 
the common cause. 

“The allied governments decided to 
put into, practice in the economic. do- 
main their solidarity of views and in- 
terests. They charge the economic con- 
ference, which is to be held shortly 
at Paris, to propose for them appro- 
priate measures for the realization of 
this solidarity. 

“With a view to strengthen, co-ordi- 
nate and unify the diplomatic action to 
be exercised to prevent tle revictualling 
of the enemy, the conference has de- 
cided to establish at Paris a permanent 
committee in which all the allies will 
be represented. 

“The conference has decided: First, 
to continue the organization, already 
begun, at London, of an international 
cantral bureau of freights: second, to 
proceed in common, and with the brief- 
est delay, to seek practical means to 
apportion equitable between the allied 
nations the charges for maritime trans- 
portation and check’ the ride in freight

Attorneys | Sign Brief Protes#- 
ing Against Confirmation 
of Wilson’s Nominee. 


Washington, March 28.—Counsel for 
the opposition to confirmation of Louis 
D. Brandeis as an associate justice of 
the supreme court today filed a brief 
with the senate judiciary sub-commit- 
tee asserting they had proved that Mr. 
Brandeis had violated the canons of 
professional ethics of the American Bar 
association, had made false and mis- 
leading statements, had been guilty of 
duplicity in the performance of his 
professional duties, had represented 
interests opposed to the public welfare 
and had been guilty of sharp prac- 
tices. The sub-committee probably 
will vote Saturday on its report. 

The. attorneys who signed the brief, 
which purports to summarize the 1,300 
pages of testimony heard by the com- 
mittee, were Austen G. Fox and Ken- 
neth M. Spence, of New York. The 
standard of professional ethics which 
nope A charge Mr. Brandeis with having 
violated is one which forbids a law- 
yer in whom confidence has been re- 
posed by a client, thereafter accepting 
employment from others in matters 
adversely affecting any interest of the 
client with respect to which the con- 
fidence had been reposed. The attor- 
neys say they proved Mr. Brandeis vio- 
lated this canon by his conduct in con- 
nection with the bankruptcy affairs of 
James T. Lennon, the Warren will case, 
the United Shoe Machinery company, 
Equitable Life Assurance society and 
the Gillette Safety Razor company. 

False and misleading statements or 
acts of duplicity are asserted to have 
been proven in the Ballinger-Pinchot 
hearing, the Boston and Maine merger 
fight and the New York and New Eng- 
land litigation. 

Under the heading of proof as to 
representing interests opposed to the 
public welfare and acts of sharp prac- 
tices, the attorneys refer to Mr. Bran- 
deis’ conduct in the five per cent, ad- 
vance rate case of 1913 before the in- 
terstate commerce commission and to 
his appearing “as registered lobbyist 
before the Massachusetts legislature 
for. the liquor interests.” 

His conduct in the Old Dominſon 
eopper case is criticised by the attor- 
neys and as “other instances of Mr. 
Brandeis’ sudden and unexpected 
change of position,” they refer to the 
Consolidated Gas incident and the 
price maintenance incident. 

Even if there be doubt as to the 
standard of professional conduct of 
Mr. Brandeis, the attorneys claim that 
his nomination should not be confirm- 
ed. They point out that eight former 
presidents of the American Bar asso- 
ciation have protested against confir- 
mation and that the only former pres- 
ident who appeared in support of con- 
firmation had known Mr. Brandeis only 
slightly.

WILL TREAT ATLANTA S DRUG ADDICTS 
AT FRANKLIN SPRINGS AFTER APRIL 1 1 


Further than that the state board of health 
will be able to care for about fifty addicts 
at Franklin Springs, it is not decided how the 
local drug addict situation will be handled 


by order of the city medical board. 

Under the plan. worked out by the state 
board of health, fifty addicts from Atlanta 
and the fifth district will be treated at 
Franklin Springs, Royston. In the city of 
Atlanta alone there are several hundreds of 
addicts in need of treatment, according to 
present information. This district. has pro- 
vided no institution where its addicts can 
be sent to be cared for under the state appro- 

tion. 
97 the state board of health took up 
treatment in Atlanta, on account of the num- 
ber of prescriptions issued in out-patient 
clinics the United States internal revenue 
department protested. 

The city then undertook to treat her ad- 
dicts under the city health department, in- 
stead of their being treated by the state 
board of health. a | 

Treatment Ceases April 1. 

The city authorities found several weeks 
ago that the city physician's office was una- 
ble to cope with the rush of addicts for 
treatment, and ordered the treatment to cease 
on April 1. 

Under the state-wide plan each congres- 
sional district is to furnish a hospital for 
the treatment of addicts in their respective 
districts. Each patient received in the hos- 
pital or institution will receive a two weeks’ 
treatment and longer if the case warrants a 
continuation. It is estimated by the state 
board that each patient can receive the two 
weeks’ treatment at a cost to the state of 
about $25. 8 

On account of the low appropriation made 
by the state for the purpose, the total ap- 
propriation being for $10,000, it is not thought 
by the state authorittes that more than four 
hundred addicts can be treated, at a high 
estimate, before the appropriation is exhaust- 
ed. The board arrives at this estimate dy 
allowing two weeks to each patient at a cost 
of $25 per patient. Re a

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Damage Releases for South 
Pryor Street Project. 


Three property holders along the 
proposed South Pryor street underpass. 
yesterday signed releases to the city 
of Atlanta of their right to sue for 
damages accruing to their properties 
as the result of the building of the 
underpass, according to an announce- 
ment by officials of the Southeastern 
Fair association last night. 

However, there are a number of 
property holders who have still re- 


fused to sign damage releases to the 
city, and afe blocking the proposition 
to build the underpass immediately. 

An executive meeting of the fair as- 
sociation’s council and transportation 
committee was held at the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce Tuesday morn- 
ing, at which plans were laid for 
building the proposed underpass at 
the Fortress avenue crossing, one 
block west of the Soyth Pryor street 
crossing at the Southern railroad, in 
the event the South Pryor street prop- 
erty holders continue to block the 
building of the underpass. 

No effort will be made to enforce 
the plans for the Fortress avenue un- 
derpass unless the South Pryor street 
property holders persist in refusing to 
sign damage releases to the city. This 
underpass. must be completed by fall, 
when the Southeastern fair is to be 
held. It is to furnish an artery for all 
traffic from the center of the city to 
the fair site at Lakewood. 

The city, county, and railroad got 
together on the proposition to build 
the underpass, and raised the money 
for this purpose. It will cost about 
$75,000. 

However, there is no money to pay 
damages to holders of abutting prop- 
erty for alleged damages, and unless 
the property holders all sign damage 
releases the South Pryor street under- 
pass will be killed as an improvement 
to this street, and moved to Fortress 
avenue. 

Property holders are beginning to 
realize, it is stated, though, that the 
erection of the proposed underpass at 
the South Pryor street crossing will 
greatly enhance property values in- 
stead of doing any damage. It is be- 
lieved that all the property holders 
will sign damage releases within a 
few days.

Grand Rapids, Mich. March 28.— 
(Special.) — Diek Harrison, alias John 
Evans, arrested here Saturday by Unit- 
ed States postal inspectors, today con- 
fessed that he was the brains“ of a 
gang of four train robbers who held 
up an express train near Stanton, W. 
Va., six months ago and secured 
$100,000. 

While Harrison’s confession is de- 
ing kept secret by the government au- 
thorities, — say he detailed other 
robbertes besides the one in the east, 
and that the total loot secured in the 
past year by the band has been up- 
wards of half a million dollars. 

Jeff“ Harrison, arrested some time 
ago in San Antonio, Texas; Carl Rentz, 
arrested in Cincinnati Monday, follow- 
ing his departure from Grand Rapids 
just prior to the arrest of Harrison, 
and another who is still at large, were 
his companions in the West Virginia 
robbery, according to Harrison. 

Harrison also told where the stolen 
loot has been hidden and it is expect- 
ed that nearly all of the $100,000 win 
be recovered. 

Harrison did not confess until he 
was told by a physician who attend- 
ed him after his arrest here that he 
was suffering from,an incurable mal- 
ady and his death is but a matter of 
weeks. He talked to secure freedom 
for his wife, who was placed under 
arrest at the time he was taken into 
custody. 

Almost helpless from a paralytic 
strike, resulting from a bullet wound 
in the back, réceived in his escape fol- 
lowing the West Virginia robbery, 
Harrison was carried on a cot to the 
county jail today. 

It is not believed he will live un- 
til he can be taken east for trial.
